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A young lady in the Bible In- 
stitute, Chicago, started to call 
upon every family on a certain 
street in the poorer quarter of 
the city.

When she began to speak to him, 
he told her crossly that he was 
an infidel and did not believe in 
the Bible. She spoke a few words 
and left. 

The next day she took him a 
glass of jelly, and the next day 
took him some other delicacy and 
a few days after that something 
else. She kept up her kindly min- 
istrations for about a month. One 
Sunday afternoon she came to me 
as I was leaving my Bible class 
and said, “There is an _ infidel 
dying down on Milton Avenue. I 
know you are very busy, but could 
you not take a few moments to 
go and see him?” 

“Yes,” L.replied, “I will go now.” 

She took me to the home and 
introduced me to the man and 
left. I sat down by his bed and 
asked if I could read from the 
Bible to him. He replied that I 
could. I read him a part of the 
fifth chapter of Romans, dwelling 
upon the-places that told of God's 
love for the sinner. I read him the 
place where it told how Jesus 
Christ bore all our sins in His 
own body on the cross. Then I 
asked if I could pray. I knelt by 
his bed. I felt his time was short. 


I asked God to open his eyes to 
see that he was a lost sinner, and 
also to open his eyes to see that 
Jesus had borne all his sins in His 
own body on the cross, and to 
show him that he could find par- 
don and salvation then and there 
by simply trusting in Jesus. When 
I finished the prayer I began to 
sing in a low tone,

I sang on verse after verse. 
When I reached the last verse he 
broke in in a feeble voice (he had 
evidently heard the song some- 
where in his boyhood days) and 
he sang with me, 


Just as | am—tThou wilt receive, 
Wilt welcome, pardon, cleanse, relieve, 
Because Thy promise | believe— 
0 Lamb of God, | come, | come! 


When we had finished, I looked 
up and said, “Did you really 
come?” 

He said, “I did.” 


I talked with him a little while 
and found that he really was 
trusting in the Saviour. That night 
he passed away to be with Him. 


His wife, who was a Roman 
Catholic, came to me the next 
day and asked if I would conduct 
the funeral. I said I-would. Around 
the coffin were gathered a con- 
siderable number of his old infidel 
friends. I told them the story of 
his death; how his infidelity had 
failed him in that trying hour and 
how he had been led to see his 
need of the Saviour and that Je- 
sus Christ was just the Saviour 
he needed, and how he had been 
led to accept Christ. Then I said, 
“Are there any of you here to- 
day who have been infidels who 
will accept Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour?” 

A stalwart man standing on the 
other side of the coffin reached 
his hand across to me and said, 
“T have been an infidel with him. 
I have sympathized with him in 
all his views, but I now give 
them up and take Jesus Christ as 
my Saviour.”

“Tt makes no difference what 
man believes so long as he is sin- 


cere in it.” This is a statement 
frequently heard. It is a _ state- 
ment absolutely without founda- 


tion. It is more-—it is a Satanic 
lie. The more sincerely a man be- 
lieves error, the more dangerous 
it is to him. We can prove this 
by the old illustration of the 
woman who got up in the night 
time to take a dose of cough 
medicine. In the dark she took a 
bottle, sincerely believing that it 
was a bottle of cough syrup, but 
her sincerity did not save her from 
death by poisoning. No matter 
how sincere a person may be, that 
sincerity does not change poison 
into cough syrup.

They believed in all 
sincerity in the safety of the 
bridge, but that did not prevent 
the bridge from collapse. 

The “sincerity” argument is a 
weak one. The value of faith is 
found only in the object on which 
it rests. ‘The only faith that saves 
is faith that rests “in Him.” “Nei- 
ther is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved” 
(Acts 4:12). “And this is the 
record, that God hath given to us 
eternal life, and this life is in his 
Son. He that hath the Son: hath 
life: and he that hath not the 
son of God hath not life” (I John 
mith. sare 

Faith is the same in nature 
whether it reposes on true or false 
testimony. The priests of Baal be- 
lieved that their god could bring 
fire down to the altar just as 
firmly as Elijah believed that Je- 
hovah could do it.

He published in 1924 at 
Leipzig, Germany, a Russian Bi- 
ble, 81,000 copies.

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by His death. “When we were 
enemies, we were reconciled to 
God by the death of his Son” 
(Rom. 5:10). 

Since the word “reconciliation’”’ 
means to change thoroughly, the 
question comes up: What or who 
was changed? Some have insisted 
that by the cross God was 
changed, as in the old hymn, “My 
God is reconciled.”’ Others have in- 
sisted that man was changed. We 
think, however, that there is a 
great deal of truth in Sir Robert 
Anderson’s statement: “And let 
us not fritter away the truth by 
supposing this reconciliation to 
mean a change in the sinner’s 
heart to God. That is not. recon- 
ciliation, but the present work of 
the Holy Spirit.”” We think we are 
nearest the scriptural meaning 
when we consider two thoughts in 
reconciliation: Objective reconcil- 
jation, which has to do with the 
status of a man; and subjective 
reconciliation, which has to do 
with the experience of a man. 

“When we were enemies’ is 
sometimes perverted to make it 
mean people to whom God was 
the enemy. This is not true. We 


were the enemies of God. “The 
mind of the flesh is enmity 
against God” (Rom. 8:7). Recon- 


ciliation does not mean that God 
gave up His enmity toward us. It 
does mean that through Christ's 
death God changed our status. 
By our sin, our ungodliness, we 
were in the dreadful state where 
we deserved nothing from God 
but damnation, and unless God did 
something to change this status, 
He would be compelled to. con- 
demn us. It was by means of the 
death of Christ that we have been 
given an utterly different stand- 
ing. 

Reconciliation does not change 
God. It does not make Him give 
up His emnity. He had none. He 
always loved the world. Indeed, it 
was this love that led Him to give 
His Son. 

Reconciliation did not change 
man. The mind of man was 
against God before Calvary, and 
it is still against God. There has 
been no change. 

If the cross changed neither God 
nor man, what did it change? 
Second Corinthians 5:19 gives the 
answer. This verse does not say 
that God was in Christ reconciling 
the world; that is, changing the 
world. It does not say that God 
was in Christ reconciling Himself; 
that is, changing Himself. It does 
say that God was in Christ recon- 
ciling the world unto Himself. 
God was not changed, man was 
not changed, but the relationship 
between the two was changed. 
This change, as we have said, is 
one of status, position, standing— 
not of character. That comes aft- 
erward by the grace and power 
of God. This alone explains the 
statement of IT Corinthians 5:19, 
“not imputing their trespasses un- 
to them.” The separation between 
God and man has been removed 
through the sacrifice of Christ on 
Calvary, so that now there is 
nothing that stands between God 
and the sinner except the personal 
will of that sinner. Today it is 
not sin but unbelief that keeps a 
man from salvation. When preach- 
ers, in Christ’s stead, plead with 
men to be reconciled to God, they 
are pleading with men to turn 
from their unbelief to faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


We ‘repeat Romans 5:10: 
“When we were enemies, we were 


reconciled to Ged.’ ‘The instant 
Christ died, the status of the 
whole world of sinners was 


changed completely. It was now 
a world for whose sins expiation 
was made. It was no longer a 
world with sins unatoned. All sin 
was laid upon the Son of God. 
God knows this, whether men be- 
lieve it or not, and men are now 
held responsible for receiving or 
rejecting the Saviour who died for 
their sins. Reconciliation is for all: 
salvation only for those who be- 
lieve. 

We have read an illustration 
that helps to make reconciliation 
plain. A certain judge has a son 
whom he loves, although that son 
is characterless and a spendthrift. 
He rebels against his father’s au- 
thority, steals a large sum of 
money temporarily in his father’s 
charge, and flees the country. By 


this act that son establishes a 
new relationship between himself 
and his father. The father still 
loves the son, but he must regard 
him as a law-breaker. Further- 
more, the father is obliged to put 
a price upon the head of his son, 
and if that son ever returns with- 
in the jurisdiction of his father’s 
court, the father must try him and 
pass sentence upon him as upon 
any other criminal. While that sen 
is a fugitive from justice, the fath- 
er’s heart goes out in compassion 
to him and he offers to sacrifice 
all of his property to repay the 
amount stolen by his son. The 
other party agrees to this and the 
money is paid. 

Now, by that transaction, the 
father, who is the representative 
of the law, has reconciled his son 
unto himself. By the payment of 
the money the judge was not him- 
self changed. He loved his son no 
more deeply than before. Indeed, 
it was the love for the son that 
led him to the sacrifice of all his 
property; but neither did the pay- 
ment of the money change the 
son. He hadn't even heard of it. 
The point is that by settling the 
claim, the relationship between the 
judge and the son was changed. 
He can now receive his son back. 
He can receive him into his own 
home instead of sending him into 
prison. The son may not come 
back; nevertheless, there is noth- 
ing that stands in the way of his 
return save his own will. 

It was something like this that 
God did in-the cross. The world 
had rebelled against God. It had 
broken His laws and might be 
looked upon as a fugitive from 
justice. God, as a righteous Judge, 
was compelled to put a price up- 
on the head of the world. There 
was no other way or choice in 
the matter, but the heart of God 
went out in love to this world. 
He became incarnate in Jesus 
Christ, went to the cross, and 
there paid the debt. By the pay- 
ment of the debt, God was not 
changed; neither did the transac- 
tion change the world, for most 
of the world continues in rebellion 
against God even to this very day; 
but the relationship between God 
and the world is changed. By the 
cross, God took away the neces- 
sity that required that the world 
be treated as a criminal and made 
it possible for Him to invite men 
to return to Him without the 
least fear of judgment. 


This does not mean universal 
restoration. Reconciliation does 
not insure eternal life. The word 
“believeth” still stands. Reccncil- 
iation is for all, but by faith ye 
are saved. 

We must note that in the sub- 
jective aspect of reconciliation 
there comes a change in the saved 
one from enmity into faith. This 
has to do with us as new crea- 
tures in Christ. The new creation 
has transformed us from enemies 
to friends. 


“In Him” Alone Is 
Propitiation 

“He is the propitiation for our 
sins: and not for ours only, but 
also for the whole world” (I John 
2:2). 

Propitiation is another of the 
great words of Scripture. It is 
a Latin word meaning “to ap- 
pease” or “a means of satisfying.” 
We must not, however, introduce 
the pagan thought of an angry, 
vindictive god whose wrath can 
be appeased only by the shedding 
of blood. The scriptural thought 
is that on the basis of the sacrifice 
of Christ, God justifies Himself 
for dealing in kindness with men 
who deserve harshness. Propitia- 
tion really has to do with the 
vindication of God's law. God 
could not save us at the expense 
of His holy law. Indeed, He must 
save His law before He could save 
us. The law had gone forth with 
‘ts penaltv—Death to every soul 
that sinneth. Since all have sinned, 
all have come under the righteous 
eondemnation of the law. Jesus 
Christ came to die in the sinner’s 
stead. The law was vindicated 
when sin was laid upon Him and 
nunished. Thus the sinner was 
vrovided a way of escape from sin 
and its awful consequences. Love 
took the sinner’s place and suf- 
fered the punishment for his sins. 


The word “propitiation” is in 


Hebrews 9:5 translated “mercy 
seat.” The mercy seat was the lid, 
or cover of the ark of the cove- 
nant, The ark was a receptacle 
for the law of God, which law pro- 
nounced death upon all who of- 
fended, even in one point. Once 
every year at the brazen altar the 
sacrificial substitute was slain; its 
blood was caught in a Dasin and 
carried by the priest into the Holy 
of Holies, where it was sprinkled 
upon the golden cover of the ark 
of the covenant. The very moment 
the crimson touched the gold, a 
mercy seat was provided. The law 
in the ark cried out “Death”; 
the blood on the cover testified, 
“Death has taken place.” It de- 
elared that the penalty for sin 
had been meted out. 


That mercy seat was God's 
throne in Israel. God’s throne is 
established in righteousness and 
must always be maintained in 
righteousness. Were there no pro- 
pitiation, God and sinful man 
could meet only in judgment. Such 
a meeting of judgment will take 
place between God and fallen an- 
gels, for there is no propitiation 
for fallen angels. 

The only way 
throne of God could become a 
throne of mercy instead of a 
throne of judgment was through 
the sacrifice for sin. It was the 
sin of Adam that turned the 
throne of God into a throne of 
judgment. It is the cross of Christ 
which has changed that throne into 
a throne of grace. 


When the lid of the ark was re- 
moved, God was no longer mercy- 
seated. On one occasion at Beth- 
shemesh (I Sam. 6) when the lid 
of the ark was removed and the 
people looked into the ark, they 
were mowed down by a horrible 
scourge of death. Death is always 
the result when man comes iace 
to face with the law of God. Some- 
one has said, “When God looked 
at Calvary, the throne of naked 
and appalling justice became the 
throne of glorious and thrilling 
grace.’ God is mercy-seated and 
Christ is the Mercy Seat. God is 
satisfied, and Christ is the Satis- 
faction. God is propitiated, and 
Christ is the Propitiation. 

To the child of God there is 
something very beautiful in scrip- 
tural propitiation. Among men it 
is always the man who has given 
offense who brings the propitia- 
tion, but between God and man it 
is not man, the offender, but God, 
the offended, who brings the pro- 
pitiation. No gift that man could 
give could ever propitiate God. 
Man has nothing that would avail. 
What would you give? “‘Will the 
Lard be pleased with thousands 
of rams, or with ten thousands 
of rivers of oil? shall I give my 
firstborn for my transgression, the 
fruit of my body for the sin of 
my soul?” (Micah 6:7). No, nof 
even the gift of a son by a parent 
would be sufficient for propitia- 
tion. Man’s son is not sufficient; 
God’s Son is. 

Note here the difference be- 
tween paganism and salvation. In 
times of declension Israel would 
offer her own sons to the god 
Molech. Needless to say, such a 
sacrifice was useless.

In Him” Alone Is Acceptance 


“Wherein he hath made us ac- 
cepted in the beloved” (Eph. 1:6). 

The “wherein” refers to grace. 
It is grace that has made us ac- 
cepted in the beloved, The word 
“accepted” is literally “engraced.” 
Another translation is, “Where- 
with he has graced us in the be- 
loved.” The Pulpit Commentary 
makes it, 
toward us in the beloved.” The 
American Revised Version, 
‘Which he freely bestowed on us.” 
All the translations suggest that 
the sinner is never accepted apart 
from the Lord Jesus Christ. 

“Hath” is a present blessing as 
well as eternal. “Hath’’—not mav 
or might, not shall or will, not 
could or would, but hath. 


The “us” refers to all the un- 
worthy recipients of His grace. 
Surely we never deserved to be 
accepted of God. God said to Cain, 
“Tf thou doest well shalt thou not 
be accepted?” (Gen. 4:7). But 
Cain did not do well. Neither have 
we, for we are sinners, all. Where 
Cain was rejected, Abel was ac- 
cepted. Faith was the basis of that 
acceptance. He was accepted be- 
cause he came as a sinner who 
knew that he deserved death. He 
confessed that when he slew the 
lamb. When God accepted Abel’s 


“Wherein he abounded ' 


sacrifice He accepted Abel. In- 
deed, Abel was accepted in that 
sacrifice. 

God will accept you in the sac- 
rifice of Calvary just as He ac- 
cepted Abel. Today we exhort lost 
men to “accept Christ,” whereas 
they ought to be exhorted to be- 
lieve that God has accepted Christ 
whom He has provided for the 
sacrifice for the sinner. 

Accepted in the Beloved! What 
a wondrous fact! What a won- 
drous position! The saved one does 
not stand before God in any right- 
eousness of his own but through 
the grace of God he has been ac- 
cepted in Christ and is looked up- 
on and loved even as Christ Him- 
self. The Father's estimate of the 
saved sinner is the estimate of 
His own beloved Son. 

Really, accepted means more 
than received, It means honored, 
graced, made beautiful with the 
beauty of Christ. This phrase has 
been translated, “He has enlarged 
us or beautified us.” His comeli- 
ness is put upon us. Grace takes 
away our righteous rags and 
clothes us in royal robes. Out of 
the Father’s house come the robe, 
the ring, the shoes. 

We close as we began. It is 
only the sinner who believes IN 
HIM who is saved, for 


“In Him” Alone Is Salvation 

It is Christ alone who saves. 
Nothing can take His place. Re- 
ligion never yet saved any man. 
Formalities and _ superficialities 
eannot take the place of Christ. 
As Barbour says, “Countless and 
constant efforts are made after 
‘better environment,’ ‘social up- 
lift’ and ‘reform.’ It is forgotten 
that men may be surrounded with 
the atmosphere of Heaven and 
their hearts left to languish in 
the unregenerate state of sin. 
When we have ‘Him,’ He makes a 


new creation of a man. He 
changes from the center to the 
circumference. He is the one we 
all need, for He alone meets all | 
the needs of all.” 

May we be technical for a mo- 
ment? That littl word “in” in 
this verse is not the Greek prepo- 
sition “en” answering to our Eng- 
lish “in,” but it is “eis” or “into.” 
If this means anything, it means 
that a man may believe in Christ

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without being saved—that is, 
without trusting wholly to Him. It 
is not enough to believe in Christ 
in the sense of believing that He 
actually existed, that He lived in 
the land of Palestine, that He was 
crucified by the Romans. “Into” 
expresses the thought of entering 
into, being linked to, made one 
with Christ. This means that we 
must believe the testimony of the 
Word about the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and appropriate Him as our own 
personal Saviour who did all the 
work of redemption for us, and 
trust only in Him to be saved. 
Only so can any individual be so 
united to Christ as to be spoken 
of in Scripture as “in Christ.” 


We visited Paul Hutchins, the 
author, who spent some weeks in 
the Asbury Hospital in Minne- 
apolis. He told us that for a num- 
ber of years he had heard of a 
physician who he believed could 
heal him, and yet it was several 
years before he finally put himself 
under the care of that physician. 
This may be a crude illustration, 
but Hutchins believed in the phy- 
sician before he believed into him; 
that is, entrusted himself entire- 
ly to him. 

Mr. A. W. Hakes tells a very 
interesting story of a picture that 
hung upon the wall of a hospital 
ward. The background was a 
rough stone wall, above it a leaden 
sky. In the foreground a pale, 
sad-eyed, weary-looking girl had 
fallen on aygstone bench, and in 
her arms she held a sick boy, 
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with a white band tied around 
his forehead above the sunken, 
faded eyes. In front of them 
Christ stood, the patient, long- 
suffering, ever-loving Christ, and 
His hands, not yet pierced, rested 
upon the head of the sick boy, and 
His eyes full of unspeakable 
tenderness caught the upturned 
eyes of the boy, and in the eyes 
of the poor sick little fellow the 
light was beginning to come back. 

On the bed directly opposite 
the picture, tossing in fever, wild 
with delirium, was a homeless boy 
from the slums. Born of rum- 
cursed parents, nursed at a rum- 
scented breast, and tossed in the 
nervous arms of a drunken moth- 
er, the boy had been born to a 
heritage of woe. He knew nothing 
of what the word “father” meant. 
When the fever came, he had been 
found by a policeman on the damp 
floor of his cellar. 


They brought him to the hos- 
pital and hands soft and delicate 
ministered to him, while the 
white-souled nurse trembled in 
terror at his awful curses. Final- 
ly he grew better, and the doc- 
tor said he would recover. 

One morning the nurse said, 
“Shall I read to you?” 

“No,” said the boy, and his eyes 
sought the picture. ‘Tell me about 
that picture. Who is He?” 

“He is Christ,” she said, and 
then, with a prayer in her heart, 
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Charles Haddon Spurgeon 
on

I know a minister whose shoe 
latchet I am unworthy to un- 
loose, whose preaching is little 
better than sacred miniature 
painting—I might almost say, 
holy trifling. He is great upon 
the ten toes of the beast, the 
four faces of the cherubim, the 
mystical meaning of badgers’ 
skins, the typical meaning of 
the staves of the ark and the 
windows of Solomon’s temple. 
But the sins of businessmen, 
the temptations of the times 
and the need of our age, he 
scarcely ever touches upon. 
Such preaching reminds me of 
a lion engaged in mouse-hunt- 
ing, or a man-of-war cruising 
after a lost water-butt.

household and his thousands of 
heads of livestock. 


Satan always has hated to see 
one of God’s children prosper and 
this case, was no exception; so 
let us hear Satan as he says to 
God, “Doth Job fear God for 
nought?” The Devil contended 
that Job only served God because 
God blessed him; therefore, God 
permitted the Devil to touch Job 
in any way he saw fit save the 
taking of his life. 


First God permitted Satan to 


have power to destroy Job’s pos- 


sessions including his stock and 
his servants. Next on Satan’s pro- 
gram of destruction was the kill- 
ing of Job’s children (Job 1:19). 
Verse 22 in the same chapter 
tells us that “In all this Job sinned 
not, nor charged God foolish- 
ly.” Job said “NO” to the Devil. 
Next God allowed Satan to touch 
Job’s body. The Devil said or 
thought that surely this would 
make Job turn his back on God. 
This time Satan “smote Job with 
sore boils from the sole of his 
foot unto his crown” (Job 2:7). 
Verse 8 in the second chapter tells 
us Job “took him a potsherd [a 
broken fragment of earthenware 
or pottery} to scrape himself 
withal.” | 

Imagine, reader, the misery, 
sadness, and heartache Job ex- 
perienced at losing his property 
and his children only to be follow- 
ed by further torment for his own 
physical body. Get the picture in 
your mind of Job as he sits there 
in this awful condition. 

“Well, Job, what are you going 
to do? What do you have to say 
now ?”’ 

Certainly Job’s wife will encour- 
age and comfort this man of God 
at a time like this; but alas! listen 
to her as she says to her husband, 


“Dost thou still retain thine 
integrity? curse God, and die.” 


Mrs. Job certainly showed her 
color, and it was a bright yel- 
low. She was not right with God, 
nor did she want her husband to 
be. God give us more wives today 
that will encourage and strength- 
en their husbands, rather than 
hinder them. But let’s go back now 
and hear Job’s answer to his wife. 
Surely Job will not say anything 
to offend his wife, being his life 
companion. 

“But he said unto her, Thou 
speakest as one of the foolish 
women speaketh.” 


That’s right, Job, stay true to 
God. Listen to Job as he con- 
tinues to give his answer in no 
uncertain terms: 


“What? shall we receive good at 
the hand of God, and: shall we 
not receive evil? In all this did 
not Job sin with his lips.” 

In effect Job said NO! even to 
the companion he loved, rather 
than break fellowship with God. 

Furthermore Job said, “Though 
he slay me, yet will I trust in 
him” (Job 13:15). 

Yes, the need is great today for 
people who can resist the Devil 
with a firm answer, whether it 
be introduced by loved ones, 
friends, associates or anyone else. 
Indeed Jesus stated that, “He that 
loveth father or mother more 
than me is not worthy of me: and 
he that loveth son or daughter 
more than me is not worthy of 
me. And he that taketh not his 
cross, and followeth after me, is 
not worthy of me” (Matt. 10:37, 
38). 


Il. The Three Hebrews 


Next let us consider the inci- 
jent of the three Hebrews, Shad- 
rach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. 
In Daniel 3:1 we find these words: 


“Nebuchadnezzar the king made 
an image of gold, whose height 
was threescore cubits, and the 
breadth thereof six cubits: he set 
it up in the plain of Dura, in the 
vrovince of Babylon.” 


The second verse tells us that 
the king then sent for the gover- 
nors, counselors, princes, captains, 
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judges, treasurers, sheriffs, and 
other rulers of the provinces to 
come to the dedication*of the 
image which Nebuchadnezzar the 
king had set up. In verse 5 we 
find that the command was given 
to the people to fall down and 
worship the image as soon as the 
signal was given by the sounding 
of the musical instruments. In 
verse 6 we see that all who re- 
fused to worship the image were 
to be cast into the burning fiery 
furnace. As is popular with the 
world, the flesh, and the Devil, 
the crowd went the wrong way. 
Yes, when the signal was given, 
the multitudes fell down and wor- 
shiped as the king had ordered; 
but, God always has a faithful 
few stationed close by, and word 
got back to headquarters of three 
Jews who had refused to carry 
out orders. Verse 13 of chapter 3 
tells us that these three faithful 
servants were brought to the 
king. The king interrogated this 
godly trio, and after finding them 
cuilty, warned them again. But 
please notice that they answered 
and said, 


“We are not careful to answer 
thee in this matter. If it be so, 
our God whom we serve is able 
to deliver us from the fiery fur- 
nace, and he will deliver us out 
of thine hand, O king” (Dan. 3:16, 
17). 


Amen! stand up and tell this 
bigoted king where to get off, 
boys, but, Hallelujah! that is not 
all they told the king, for listen 
to the next verse. 


“But if not, be it known unto 
thee, O king, that we will NOT 
serve thy gods, NOR worship the 
golden image which thou hast set 
up.” 


Here we see again fearless foes 
of Satan, and true servants of 
God who know how, and have the 
courage to say “No” to the crowd, 
the world, and the Devil. Once 
in a while someone says to me, 


“But, Brother Fant, such and 
such a church allows this, or 
brother so and so sees nothing 
wrong in what I’m doing,” or 
“Why don’t you co-operate with 
such and such a movement,” etc. 

What a sickening mess it is 
for God’s people to compromise 
with sin. Hear me today, Chris- 
tians, this world for centuries has 
seen co-operation in many shapes 
and forms, but co-operation is not 
always good for Christianity. Even 
the Herodians, and the Pharisees 
who were bitter enemies co-oper- 
ated when it-came to the point of 
crucifying the Son of God! The 
world could go to Hell feeding 
on co-operation. What we need 
today is not so much co-operation, 
but more consecration, for when 
we have true Bible consecration, 
we will no doubt have less trou- 
ble co-operating. 


Ill. Daniel 


Daniel is another good example 
of one who stood true to God. 
Daniel had the opportunity of par- 
taking of the fancy things of the 
king’s table, but he would not 
yield to the evils before him. 
“But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself 

.’ (Dan. 1:8). He no doubt 
could have been extremely popu- 
lar with the young ladies, the 
so-called high-classed, and the 
wealthy socialites in the king’s 
palace, but he had his affections 
set on things above, and not on 
the things of this old ungodly 
world. Yes, Daniel said “NO” when 
the test came. 


IV. Joseph 

Joseph stood firm for God. In 
Genesis, chapter 39, we find Jo- 
seph down in Egypt with a good 
job. He was employed by Captain 
Potiphar, one of Pharaoh’s offi- 
cers. The captain liked Joseph and 
trusted him to be in charge of 
all he owned. As Satan would 
have it, one day as the captain 
Was gone, his wife “. . . cast her 
eyes upon Joseph; and she said, 
Lie with me. But he refused, and 
said... how... can I do this 
great wickedness, and sin against 
God? (Gen, 39:7-9). The sinful

other filth are held up as being 
desirable, and even necessary for 
success and happiness. Almost 
anything you can think of that is 
dirty, rotten, lewd, and low-down, 
you can be sure that the moving 
picture industry is in favor of it. 


Jesus said, 


“For a good tree bringeth not 
forth corrupt fruit; neither doth 
a corrupt tree bring forth good 
fruit.”—Luke 6:43. 


God’s Word further states in 
Revelation 21:8 that 


“ .. the fearful, and unbeliev- 
ing, and the abominable, and mur- 
derers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters, and all 
liars, shall hawe their part in the. 
lake which burneth with fire and 


brimstone: which is the second 
death.” 
Some lay-members, and even 


some preachers are guilty of tell- 
ing young people to “pick” the 
movies they attend. Some people 
seem to care little for the safety 
of our young people today. What 
a tragic thing it is for men who 
have been called of God to be 
overseers of the flock, to let down 
the gate of morality to such an 
extent. Indeed such advice is 
nothing short of calamitous to ev- 
erything that is decent and pure. 
One might as well tell a child, 


“Sonny, now be sure to pick 


with,” or to a high school boy 
or girl, “Be careful to pick the 
brand of whisky you drink.” 


Christian people, I submit to 
you for judgment, Is not the mov- 
ing picture industry a _ corrupt 
tree? 

A few years ago, when I was at- 
tending the East Texas Baptist 
College in Marshall, Texas, a cer- 
tain pastor of one of the largest 
Baptist churches in Texas was on 
the campus for a student revival. 
I never shall forget how Satan 
must have rejoiced as this well- 
educated, well-groomed, exquisite- 
ly polished preacher in a seminar 
for the students assured the stu- 
dents that it was all right te 
attend the movies. In fact, he 
openly stated that he carried his 
children there regularly. He even 
went so far as to let it be known 
that he asked his young people in 
his church if they obiected to 
their pastor going to movies. The 
youth of the church graciously 
consented for the pastor to at- 
tend the movies, and everyone 
concerned was very happy. 

What a sad story. When I stand 
before the judgment seat of 
Christ I will admit, “Lord, I have 
been one of the poorest among 
preachers, and I am ashamed of 
every failure, but Lord, after you 
saved my soul, I never led young 
people to support an institution 
that blighted homes, and lives, and 
doomed multiplied thousands of 
souls to an endless lake of fire 
and brimstone.” 

J. Edgar Hoover, who is direc- 
tor of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation here in our beloved 
America, has* statistics to prove 
that a great per cent of the young 
women who have fallen into lives 
of sin, disappointment, heartache, 
shame, degradation, disgrace, and 


lust, when asked where they be- 
gan their downward path, stated 
that they went astray with the 
aid ef the movies and the dance. | 
As I was preaching one night in 
the Pines Sanitarium in Shreve- 
port, Louisiana, a young woman 
there began weeping as if her 
heart would break. During the 
invitation I made my way to her 
bedside and began talking with 
her. She told one of the most 
heart-rending stories of a life of 
sin that I have ever heard. She 
said she started off by going to 


the local pastor sanctioned as be- 
ing all right. Next, she was not 
satisfied to go to the movies and 
see dancing, but wanted to put 
into practice the things she had 
been seeing on the screen. After 
dancing, she was not satisfied, 
but wanted further excitement, so 
she began taking a few drinks, 
just to be sociable, of course. One 
damnable pleasure led to another, 
and she went down, down, down, 
until she lost respect for herself, 
and of course others lost respect 
for her also, and there she was, 
health gone, friends gone, money 


gone, influence gone, her chastity 


was gone, ambition was gone, yea! 
all hope was gone. 

Oh, hear me today, America! 
SIN will blight, blot, break, beat, 
burst, blast, and bury. 

Hear me today, young women, 
God’s Word says, “she that liveth 
in pleasure is dead while she liv- 
eth” (I Tim. 5:6), 

Heed God’s Word today, young 
men, When it says, “He that loveth 
pleasure shall be... poor...” 
(Prov. 21:17), “choked with .. . 
pleasures of this life .. .” (Luke 
8:14), the pleasures of sin are 
“for a season” and then will come 
sadness (Heb. 11:25). 

Listen, young people, let me 
challenge you to read your Bible 
every day of your life. Make it the 
first choice when you want to 
read. There are some teachers, 
preachers, parents, and other lead- 
ers who will not tell you the truth 
about sin, but God’s Word will do 
it every time. David said, “Thy 
word have I hid in mine heart, 
that I might not sin against thee’”’ 
(Ps. 119:11). 

Preachers, let us stand up 
against sin and lead our young 
people to Christ and clean living. 
“Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy 
voice like a trumpet, and shew my 


neople their transgression .. .” 
(Isa. 58:1). 


Listen to me today, Christian 
people! If your pastor smokes, 
goes to movies, yokes up with the 
world in lodges, and otherwise 
leads your young people to the 
Devil, you ought to buy him a bus 
ticket and invite him to explore 
other territory. If he doesn’t hate 


the little girl babies. What a 
heinous plot! But thank God, verse 
17-says, “But the midwives feared 
God, and did not as the king of 
Egypt commanded them, but sav- 
ed the men children alive.” 


Praise God for women who fear 
God. Yes, we still have some who 
fear God even in this day, but they 
are in the minority. I hardly ever 
go to the drug store or Post Of- 
fice here in Century, Florida, 
without seeing women, many who 
are mothers, wearing shorts, halt- 
ers, and other garments which are 
a disgrace to humanity and all 
rules’ of decency.

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sin, how can he love Jesus Christ 
and lost souls? When you go to 
call a pastor in your church ask 
him if he stands against sin with- 
out fear of man or Satan. Some- 
one said, “But I preach a positive 
Gospel.” Someone also said, “If a 
gardener loves flowers, he will al- 
so have to hate weeds.” I sub- 
mit to you that Jesus must be 
exalted, yes indeed, but Satan 
must also be fought. We need 
more men today who can say, 
“NO, I won't retreat one inch; 
I'll march forward holding up the 
banner of my Captain, who is Je- 
sus Christ.” 


Notice carefully the words in 
Matthew 6:33 as spoken by the 


‘Saviour, as He said, “But seek ye 


first the kingdom of God, AND 
HIS RIGHTEOUSNESS; and all 
these things shall be added unto 
you.” It seems that today many 
are interested in His “kingdom,” 
but few are concerned about “his 
righteousness.” 


V. Moses 


Moses was another of God’s men 
who had a deep sense of right and 
wrong. In studying the history of 
Israel in God’s Word, we find in 
Exodus, chapter one, that after 
the death of Joseph “and all his 
brethren, and all that generation,” 
that “there arose up a new king 
over Egypt, which knew not Jo- 
seph” (Exod. 1:6, 8). This wick- 
ed king’s name was Pharaoh, In 
Exodus 1:10 we see this sinful 
king telling his people that some- 
thing has to be done to make sure 
that the Israelites won’t become 
so numerous and powerful that 
they might prove to be a threat 
to Egypt. To get his scheming 
program under way Pharaoh in- 
structed the midwives’ of the 
Hebrew women to kill all the 
little boy babies, but to spare all 


distance and watched. Along came 
Pharaoh’s daughter to wash her- 
self in the river, and she found the 
child. She loved the baby, and 
wanted it. The baby’s sister came 
along, and asked if she might go 
and fetch a nurse to care for the 
child. Pharaoh’s daughter consent- 
ed, and the child’s mother was of 
course the one chosen. The margi- 
nal reference in my Bible states 
that the word “Moses” is derived 
from the Hebrew word “mashah”’ 
meaning “to draw out,” for said 
she, “Because I drew him out of 
the water” (Exod. 2:10). My name 
is not Moses, but I too have been 
“drawn out” by the Lord Jesus 
Christ! drawn out from sin, 
drawn out from the penalty of 
sin, drawn out from the dominion 
and bondage of sin, drawn out 
from the curse or condemnation 
of sin, and, praise God, one day, 
sooner than we realize, I and all 
God’s children shall be drawn out 
from even the presence of sin. 


I have said all this about Moses 
to bring us to this thought. Moses 
one day had to be carried back 
to Pharaoh’s daughter, and being 
the addpted son of a king’s daugh- 
ter would afford royalty, prestige, 
money, popularity, pleasures, and 
many other things. 

“Well, what are you going tc 
do about it, Moses?” 


Let us go again to God’s Word 
for the answer. First we see that 
when Moses was grown “. . . he 
went out unto his brethren, and 
looked on their burdens (F'xod. 
2:11). How sweet! Next let us 
hear these words: 

“By faith Moses, when he was 
come to vears, REFUSED TO BF 
CALLED THE SON OF PHAR- 
AOH’S DAUGHTER; CHOOSING 
RATHER TO SUFFER AFFLIC- 
TION WITH THE PEOPLE OF 


‘GOD, THAN TO ENJOY THE 


PLEASURES OF SIN FOR A 
SHASON.”—Heb. 11:24, 25. 

Moses said “NO” to all that 
Egypt had-to offer. 


VI, Others 


We could point out many more 
who refused to compromise. The 
Apostle John said no to the Devil, 
and we see him on the Isle of 
Patmos “. .. for the word of God, 
and for the testimony of Jesus 
Christ” (Rev. 1:9). Paul and Silas 
said “no” when they could have 
taken the easy way out, and they 
landed in jail (Acts, ch. 16). Peter 
and the other apostles stood for 
Jesus and were beaten for it 
(Acts, ch. 5). Stephen, the Spirit- 
| filled preaching deacon stood firm 
for the Son of God, and it cost 
him his life (Acts, ch. 7). 


VII. Conclusion 


Fellow-preachers, let us stand 
today and be counted among those 
who will suffer if need be for 
our wonderful Saviour. I have a 
conviction that God did not call

Now notice: there is a blessed 
promise in the Old Testamefit 
Scripture, perhaps referring to 
Isaiah 44:3, 4, and Isaiah 55:1, 2. 
The promise means, “He that be- 
lieveth on me, out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water.” 
What does that mean? It means 
that some way there will be a 
fountain within the Christian, and 
that the Christian’s body will be- 
come headquarters for God on 
earth, and that the water of life 
for salvation and rejoicing and 
power will flow out from the 
Christian, for God will dwell in 
the body of every Christian. That 
is what Jesus said: “This spake 
he of the Spirit, which they that 
believe on him should receive.”

God 
will dwell in temples not made 
with hands, in the bodies of Chris- 
tians. 

Jesus said the same thing to 
that woman in Sychar in Samar- 
ia: “Whosoever drinketh of this 
water shall thirst again: But 
whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never 
thirst; but the water that I shall 
give him shall be in him a well 
of water springing up into ever- 
lasting life.” Oh, you Christians 
who thirst; oh, you dissatisfied, 
frustrated Christians; oh, you 
Christians who can’t be satisfied 
without the pleasures and lux- 
uries of the world—if you drink, 
and drink, and drink, and keep on 
drinking, your heart will be satis- 
fied, you will never thirst again, 
because you will have in you a 
well of water. That means the in- 
dwelling of the blessed Holy Spirit 
here pictured as a spring or as 
a well or as a river of water. The 
Holy Spirit dwelling in the body 
of a Christian is promised. 

One day Jesus rose from the dead.

Then were the 
disciples glad, when they saw the 
Lord. Then said Jesus to them 
again, Peace be unto you: as my 
Father hath sent me, even so send 
I you.

And they did receive the Holy 
Ghost to dwell within—not at 
Pentecost, but the day He rose 
from the dead. Jesus breathed on 
the disciples and they received the 
Holy Ghost. 

At Pentecost they received an 
enduement of power for soul win- 
ning. But the indwelling of the 
Holy Spirit began the day Jesus 
rose from the dead. They receiv- 
ed the Holy Ghost. He said, ‘As 
my Father sent me, I send you. 
You must carry God with you as 
I do. You must be the headquar- 
ters of the Holy Spirit as I am.’ 
So He breathed on them and said, 
“Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” 

From the day Jesus Christ came 
out of the grave, every Christian 
now is the temple of the Holy 
Spirit and He lives in the Chris- 
tian’s body all the time. 

In John 14:17 Jesus spoke of 
the Spirit which the world can- 
not receive, but He said, “He 
dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you.’

“and he shall be in you.” The 
blessed Holy Spirit now lives in 
the body of a Christian.

They put their hands on 
Him. He has scars in His hands, 
He has a wound in His side, a 
scar there, and a real body.

When Jesus said in 
Revelation 3:20, “Behold, I stand 
at the door, and knock: if any

That 
means this body is holy: The in- 
dwelling of the Holy Spirit means 
that this body of a Christian is 
holy, and there are a great many 
things that depend on that and 
many doctrines and principles of 
action that we ought to infer since 
the body of a Christian is holy. 
How much is involved! In I Co- 
rinthians 10:31 the Lord says, 
“Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all 
to the glory of God.” “Do all to 
the glory of God.” My body is the 
house of God. That is sweet and 
good. 


I was in 1936 in a great re- 
vival campaign in Binghamton, 
New York. What a blessed cam- 
paign! Some people didn’t like it 
because it was in the great Bing- 
hamton Theater. A woman came 
and said to me, “I just can’t feel 
it is sacred around here in this 
theater and with these opera 
chairs.” She liked a pew, stained 
glass windows, a pipe organ. She 
wanted it to feel sacred. But the 
plain truth is that God would just 
as soon save a soul in that old 
theater building that we rented 
for $1000 for the month as to 
save him in a church with gothic 
arches and spires pointing to Hea- 
ven and oak pews and robed 
choirs. The only temple God is 
concerned about now is the temple 
of the human body. ‘Where two 
or three are gathered together, I 
am right there in the midst,’ He 
said, for that is a church. One 
person is a temple and two or 
three Christians are a church. So 
He said, ‘I'll meet there with 
them.’ God these days is not much 
concerned with brick and mortar. 
with nice white church buildings, 
stained glass windows, pipe or- 
gans, robed choirs, and such mat- 
ters, 


On the walls of some churches 
we see, “The Lord is in his holy 
temple: let all the earth keep 
Silence before him.” Well, the 
Lord was in His holy temple back 
in the Old Testament in the she- 
kinah glory. Now the church audi- 
torium is called a sanctuary, a 
holy place, a temple, and so on. 
But a church is not a sanctuary. 
A Christian is a sanctuary. This 
is not an altar, but a pulpit. I 
am not a priest; I am a preacher. 
There is a difference. The sacri- 
fice is already offered, and Jesus 
|Christ is the only priest anybody 
'needs: so we need no temple for 
sacrifices. We are all priests, to 
pray for people; but as far as in- 
terceding with God and getting a 
sinner saved, Jesus Christ does 
it all. “‘For there is one God, and 
one mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus.” We 
don’t need in our churches an 
altar set, and candlesticks, and a 
cross, and a picture of Jesus, We 
need to remember that Jesus lives 
in the body of every Christian. 


Somebody writes to me, “Broth- 
er Rice, we had meals in the 
church. I don’t feel good about 
having a meal in the house of God. 
What do you think?” I write back, 
In New ‘Testament times they 
didn’t have any church houses; 
so you are making an issue over 
something the Bible doesn’t dis- 
cuss.” They met in somebody’s 
home, or they borrowed a loft, a 
third story loft where Paul 
preached one time and a young 
fellow fell out the window and 
died, then Paul brought him back 
to life and preached the rest of 
the night. They met on the sea- 
shore, or on the porches of the 
temple, or in a borrowed syna- 
gogue, but they didn’t have any 
church houses in New Testament 
times. God is not now set on 
church houses. It is convenient 
and proper- to have meeting 
houses, but they are not required, 
and are not temples. 


So having a meal in the church 
house is not nearly as important 
as honoring God in your body! 
What you eat, what you drink, 
what you say is more important 
than what happens in a church 
house. God is not mafried to brick 
and stone, but God has wrapped 
Himself in the body of a Chris- 
tian, to live there all the time. 


Somebody said, “If you go to 
movies, God won’t go with you.” 
Yes, He will. He will be grieved 
and heartsick. He won’t say much 
to you. You may not feel His fel- 
lowship. He is offended, grieved, 


and shocked on the dance floor, 


or in a dirty, lewd movie, or out 
yonder where young people are 
in a parked car necking like 
barnyard animals, or looking 
at lewd pictures and reading dirty 
magazines. Such things grieve the 
blessed Holy Spirit. But He lives 
in that body. He goes where you 
go, and He will never leave you. 
The blessed Holy Spirit sanctifies 
the body of a Christian. That is 
His home. Your body is holy. 
How important is the body of a 
Christian! 


I was in a revival campaign at 
Winston-Salem, in an old tobacco 
warehouse; They had tobacco bas- 
kets by the thousands, so we 
stacked them one on top of the 
other and made an inquiry room 
of those tobacco baskets. You 
know what was on the wall? All 
around the walls of that big to- 
bacco warehouse seating four 
thousand people were pictures and 
advertisements of Prince Albert 
Tobacco. And the stink of it! 
Somebody says, “Could you preach 
the Gospel right there?” I sure 
could, and it just gave me an 
extra chance to give a good old 
solid whack fo a dirty, filthy 
habit, and to a lot of people that 
were in a dirty, wicked business, 
which Christians ought not to be 
in, 


That is when Brother Paul 
Raker here sold his stock in the 
Reynolds Tobacco Company and 
quit his job and began to preach. 
Some other people got out of it 
then, too. 


Brother, listen! Anywhere you 
are in the will of God, you can 
preach the Gospel—in a tobacco 


warehouse, or like Paul preached 
it on a tossing ship on the sea. 
God is not much concerned 
about the auditorium. He is con- 
cerned about His own temple, 
your body, the blessed temple of 
the Holy Ghost. 


SO) 


The Christian’s Body Is 
Bought. Will Be Made 
Perfect 


Your body is holy. “What? 
know ye not that your body is 
the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have 
of God, and ye are not your own 
.... Therefore glorify God in your 
body and in your spirit.” 

This body is bought? Yes. This 
body is redeemed? Yes, only the 
redemption hasn’t all taken place, 


You ask, “Brother Rice, do you 
believe healing is in the atone- 
ment?’’. Yes, but a lot of things 


in the atonement we haven't got- 
ten yet. We have gotten only the 
firstfruits. Complete health awaits 
the rapture and resurrection. We 
have only the foretaste of our 
salvation. “Brother Rice, do you 
believe a fellow is already saved?” 
Yes, if you mean the redemption 
of his soul, the moment one trusts 
in Christ he now is born of God. 
He has already received the atone- 
ment. He is now not condemned, 
he has everlasting life. But if 
you mean more than that, you 
mean that old carnal nature, one 
of these days there will be a 
trumpet sound,*and the dead in 
Christ shall rise, and we will be 
changed, and the old crooked car- 
nal nature will be made straight. 
Then Paul won’t have any more of 
the struggle and say, “When I 
would do good; evil is present 
with me.” I say, that will be 
changed. The redemption of our 
bodies is bought. It hasn’t been 
delivered yet, but it will be. A 
good time, bless God. 

And so about healing. One of 
these days all sin will be taken 
out, all the weakness and frailty 
and sin and sickness and death 
will be taken out, then we will 
receive the rest of our salvation. 
God has bought this body and has 
put His Holy Spirit in here to de- 
liver it. And He is going to get 
it, bless God. “The whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain 
together until now . . waiting 
for the adoption, to wit, the re- 
demption of our body” (Rom. 8: 
23). One of these days T'll get 
the rest of my redemption, the 
adoption of the body. 

You see, this body is holy. It 
is bought. Not only is it bought, 
but it is indwelt. That is like a 
fellow who goes over to a place 
and buys a car, and the dealer 
says, “I can’t take it over there.” 

“Oh,” the buyer says, “that is 
all right. I not only bought it, 
but I am going to get in it and 
drive it home myself.” And then 
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the dealer says, “Well, it needs 
lots of fixing.” 


The buyer says, “Yes, I know. 


* When I get it back to my own 


shop, I will fix it up myself.” 

And so God bought me through 
the precious blood of the Son. I 
am bought with a price. Then the 
blessed Holy Spirit says, “I will 
drive him home,” and He came 
in to dwell. And one of these days 
the rest of my redemption will 
be done in a moment. This gray 
hair—God will fix that. And these 
glasses—I won't need them then. 
I am a little stiff; I used to be 
so strong and active. I will be 
young again. This crooked nose 
got broken playing college foot- 
ball. I will get that crook in my 
nose straightened out then, and a 
good many things about me more 
crooked than my nose will get 
straightened out then. Bless God, 
this body is bought and is holy 
and the Holy Spirit dwells in this 
body.

Let me read you here in Rom- 
ans, chapter 8, about the body be- 
ing taken over by the Holy Spirit. 
Romans 8:11: “But if the Spirit 
of him that raised up Jesus from 
the dead dwell in you, he that 
raised up Christ from the dead 
shall also quicken your mortal 
bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth 
in you.” You know why I am 
dead set and dead sure to be 
raised up? God has the blessed 
Holy Spirit here living in this 
body. I don’t hear as well as I 
once did. I might not hear the 
shout and the voice of the arch- 
angel and the trump of God, but 
He who dwells within me will 
hear it, and I will be changed in 
a moment. If my hearing isn't 
good, it will get good mighty 
quick, I'll tell you. For He dwells 
within me and will fix it then. 
And so I'll be changed in a mo- 
ment. 


a Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman was

Your body is holy. It is for a 
holy destiny and God’s Holy Spirit 
is put within us to bring us to 
that destiny of glory. No wonder 
the Scripture says, “What? know 
ye not that your body is the tem- 
ple of the Holy Ghost which is 
in you, which ye have of God, 
and ye are not your own? For ye 
are bought with a price: there- 
fore glorify God in your body, and 
in your spirit, which are God's.”

The only person 
against whom lost sinners commit 
a sin unpardonable is the tender 
Holy Spirit, and He dwells in your 
body. Oh, then, because the bless- 
ed Holy- Spirit dwells in your 
body, you ought to live right. 

And that is the-argument God 
makes Himself in I Corigthians 
6 :15-20:

lusts and set a bad pattern and 
have your mind on the wrong 
jokes and the wrong. songs and 
the wrong ideas about love-mak- 
ing and holy marriage and the 


whole business—all that so grieves | 


the blessed Holy Spirit. I'd say 
in God's name, “This filth will 
grieve the Spirit. I must get out. 
A Christian ought not to go.” 
And that is what is wrong with 
mixed bathing. And that is what 
is wrong with dirty, lewd pic- 
tures, and that is what is wrofig 
with dirty talk. And that is what 
is wrong with promiscuous neck- 
ing and petting between young 
people and older ones. The trou- 
ble is that people ought to know, 


“My body is a temple. I must 
keep it as the temple of God.” 


Tobacco Defiles the Temple 
of the Holy Spirit 

That is another reason why a 
lot of you people ought to give 
up habits like tobacco. You say, 
“Well, what's the harm?” For one 
thing, it defiles the temple of God. 
I Corinthians 3:16, 17: “... If any 
man defile the temple of God, 
him shall God destroy; for. the 
temple of God is holy, which tem- 
ple ye are.” 

Now Bill and I had a brother 
named Jesse, a good man, a dear 
blessed brother. But he died rath- 
er early. Why? Years ago when 


he was a boy he began to smoke. 
He would get a cough and the 
doctors would tell him, “You're 
going to die if you don’t quit 
smoking.’ So he would quit for a 
few months and put on a little 
weight, then he would go back 
to smoking again. I think it cut 
off twenty years of his life. The 
Scripture says, “He that defileth 
the temple of God, him shall God 
destroy; for the temple of God is 
holy.” 

Some of you people right now 
just can’t afford to subscribe to 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD, yet you 
spend more money for Camel 
cigarettes and Chesterfields in one 
week than you would spend in a 
year on a Christian magazine com- 
ing every week into your home. 
Some of you can’t afford to buy 
a good book on prayer, yet you 
spend money for cigarettes which 
grieve the Holy Spirit. You've got 


quit and so you are a slave to it, 
is bound not to be very good. 


Some man said to me, “Brother 
Rice, if I had any conviction it 


was wrong, I'd quit. I don’t have 
a bit of conviction in the world 
that I ought not to smoke. If I 
did, I'd quit.” 


I guess I rather took advantage 


of him when I said, “Well, what 
about your wife? 
any conviction about your wife 
smoking cigarettes? If it’s good 


Do you have 


for you, why don’t you let her 


smoke, too?”’ 


“Now look here,” he said. I 


don’t believe irk a woman smok- 


ing cigarettes.” 
Isn't that funny? He had very 


strong convictions about his wife, 


but he didn’t about himself. He 


was a dirty hypocrite; so is any- 


body else who sets one standard 
for himself and another for his

My husband says he doesn’t 
think I’m much of a Christian. 
Just because I do lose my temper 
sometimes and say things I ought 
not to say. I'm sorry just as soon 
I say them, but he says he 
doesn’t think I’m much of a Chris- 
tian, and I wish you would tell 
me what you think.” To which 
[ replied, “Your husband knows 
you better than I do. So you had 
better listen to him. You'd better 
depend on him.” 

Somebody says, “Yes, I lost my 
temper, but I got over it right 
away, and I was sorry as soon as 
I did it.” Billy Sunday said, 
“That’s the way it is with a dou- 
shotgun.

Oh, if I can have a tongue of fire 
from God! Sometimes you've done 
it, and I have—said things and in 
a moment felt like tearing our 
tongues out.
